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ibe Introduction 


Based on the "Background Planning Study" for both 
Kennedy East and West Neighbourhoods prepared in October of 
this year, and other Neighbourhood planning principles, this 
document establishes the policies which will guide the 
future development of the Neighbourhood. * 

The policies are presented in graphic and written form 
for various land uses. The Plan outlines the general goals 
from which the specific objectives, policies and actions are 
established. 


Die Administrative Provisions 

The Neighbourhood Plan is not incorporated into the 
City of Ham bton Oferta Plan. tee  eca pole, OF Clty 
Council] only. Due to changes in economic and other 
circumstances, over a period of time the Plan may _ be 
revised. There will be no need for an amendment if the 


changes in land use and boundaries are minor and reflect the 
general goals of the Plan. Major changes will be subject to 
Council's approval and full participation of those affected. 
Changes which do not conform to the Official Plan will 
require amendments. 


3 Description of the Study Area 


The Neighbourhood is located in the south-west part of 
the, City -of Hamilton. It is bounded by Rymal Road West to 
the north, Upper James Street to the east, City Limits to 
the south and Carpenter Neighbourhood to the west. 

It comprises of some 197 ha of land, one third of which 
is already built-up as a stable residential area. St. 
Elizabeth Retirement Village is located on the western end 
of the Neighbourhood. The vacant lands in the middle of the 
Neighbourhood are owned by the City of Hamilton, the Board 
of Education and the St. Elizabeth Home Society in addition 
to the lands in private ownership. 


4. Neighbourhood Plan 


Thevjeneral policies of the City of Hamilton Offtieial 
Plan are expanded and elaborated in this Plan which will now 
guide the future development of the Neighbourhood. 

The plan includes policies anda plan showing various 
land use designations and a diagrammatic street pattern. 


id For the purpose of this document Kennedy East and West 
Neighbourhoods will be referred to as “Neighbourhood' unless 
specifically stated otherwise. 


4.1 Goals 


This plan has defined a series of goals and objectives 
related to public and private use of land within a planning 
time frame of the Official Plan. Some goals have to be 
viewed within the context of demographic and_ societal 
changes, particularly the aging of the population. 

These goals are as follows: 

a) Protection of residential values in the existing 
built up area such as the neighbourhood character 
densities and landscaping. 

b) Expansion of St. Elizabeth Retirement Village and 
the provision of housing for the specific needs of 
senior citizens 


c) The provision of convenient, safe and visually 
pleasing living environment. 
da) Consideration must be given to the use of passive 


sOlar energy in the orientation of the majority 
of the units in the St. Elizabeth Retirement 
Village expansion as well as for the proposed 
residential areas. 


dae SObgectives; Policies and Actions 


rae are I Residential 
Objective i 


The existing built-up area of the Neighbourhood will 
retain it's residential character. 


Policies 


i Limited infill development will be allowed as long as 
it is compatible with the existing land use pattern 
and densities. 

2) The replacement of existing old houses with new, one 
and two-storey ones will be encouraged. 


Action 


1S) The City will encourage infilling and replacement but 
WEE eniOL LNpOsSS SLte plan “control (for andividual lots. 


Objective 2 


St. Elizabeth Retirement Village expansion will provide 
housing for the specific needs of senior citizens. 


Policies 


1) Retirement Village should be of a regional character 
and should provide accommodation for senior citizens 
Bot Ooly trom the City of Hamilton but £rom the region 
and beyond. 

2) All residential units shall be single storey, ground 
related and attached in groupings specifically designed 
for the use of senior citizens. 


Actions 

1) The City will support the development of this “planned 
retirement community" which offers housing for senior 
Crei zens. 

2) The detailed layout of the housing grouping will be 
determined at the time of approval of the Site Plan. 


Objective 3 


The total Retirement Village development will aim at a 
large degree to self-sufficiency. 


Policies 


1) The population in the expansion of the Village should 
make use of the community services and facilities 
alreadyin existence in the Village. 

bay Existing barn in the expanded areas should be used for 
a Club House. Existing house (no. 255 Rymal Road 
West), should be retained. 


Action 

1) Because of its unique character, the City will support 
the proposal which attempts to create a self-sufficient 
village. 


Objective 4 


Expansion of the Village and future residential 
development should not adversely affect the existing built- 
up areas within the Neighbourhood or adjacent 
Neighbourhoods. 

Policies 
1) The housing units in the expanded Village development 


adjacent to the proposed residential area should be 
compatible. 


2) New development adjacent to dwelling units in the 
existing built-up area should be similar in character. 


Action 


i) The City will (during the planning process) ensure that 
all new housing units adjacent to the existing ones be 
compatible. 


Objective 5 


The design for the expansion of the Village should take 
into consideration the existing environmental features of 
the site in order to utilize passive solar energy. 


Policies 


1) The facades of most buildings shall have such 
Orientation that will maximize the energy received from 
sOlar radiation. 

2) The buildings should be located on the site as to 
minimize overshadowing of the adjacent dwellings. 


a) The use of planting material shall be encouraged to 
provide shading in the summer and sun access in the 
winter. Mature trees shall be retained wherever 
possible. 

Actions 

ZT) Energy efficient planning will be an integral part of 


the site plan agreement (where applicable) having in 
mind the specific needs of senior citizens. 

2) The City will support the plans which utilize existing 
environmental features in the design of "energy 
efficient" Neighbourhood. 


Objective 6 


The proposed undeveloped area as well as the lands 
owned by the City of Hamilton and Board of Education will 
have a mixture of single, double and attached housing. 
Attached housing will be located along, of near the main 
roads so long as this density is compatible with adjacent 
residential densities. 


Policies 


LM The attached housing will be located along Rymal Road 
West, in order not to increase the traffic on local 
residential streets. 


2) Larger lot sizes should be located in the centre of the 
area. Smaller lots should be located adjacent to the 
attached housing and on the perimeter of the area. 

3) Existing house No. 187 Rymal Road West should be 
retained. 

Actions 


a The location of the single, double and attached housing 
types will be affirmed at the time of the approval of 
the Neighbourhood Plan. 

2) Determination of the lot sizes will be part of thél/) 
planning approval process. 


Ab SD) AON Commercial 
Objective 1 


Existing commercial establishments located in the built-up 
area at the south-west corner of Upper James Street and 
Rymal Road West will be retained. 


Policies 


ii) The existing commercial area will offer goods and 
services to meet as much as possible, the 
Neighbourhood's needs. 

2) Commercial establishments will be compatible with the 
Neighbourhood. 


Action 

ir) Site Plan Control will be used to control the design, 
landscaping and buffering of the commercial 
establishments. 


Ob iective 2 


The existing commercial establishments in the St. 
Elizabeth Village should serve the needs of the Village 
residents, but may also attract additional business such as 
but not limited to professional and medical offices to 
ensure viability. 


Polivey 


19 The existing Professional Building will house 
professional and medical offices, grocery store, 
pharmacy, drug store, bookstore, a bank and/or similar 
commercial establishments primarily for the Village 
residents daily needs. 


Action 


The City will support the attempts by the St. Elizabeth 
Home Society to encourage members of the medical profession, 
particularly those involved in gerontology, to locate in the 
Professional Building.

There is no need for a public school to be built in the 
Neighbourhood. The existing Corpus Christi Separate School 
2 tO remain. A Neighbourhood Park should be developed. 
Community facilities in the St. Elizabeth Retirement Village 
should be integrated in the general design of the Village 
for the primary use by the Village residents. 


Policies 

1) Corpus Christie Separate School should remain in its 
present location. 

2) The City should encourage the Board of Education to 
find an alternative use for their lands in the 
Neighbourhood. 

3) The City should investigate an alternative use of their 


lands in the Neighbourhood designated for the 
Neighbourhood Park. 


Action 

1) The City should consider exchanging their parcel of 
land to allow the development of the Neighbourhood Park 
adjacent to the existing built-up residential area. 

Objective 2 


The existing Religious institutions are an important 
community service and shall be retained. 


Policy 


1) The City should encourage the religious institutions 
to remain in their present locations. 


Action

4.2.4. Industrial 
Objective 
Industrial developments are not planned _ for the 


Neighbourhood. But if they are proposed will be compatible 
with adjoining land uses. 


Policy 


Any industrial uses should not interfere with the quiet 
enjoyment of Neighbourhood uses. They should be on the edge 
of the Neighbourhood intermingled with commercial uses 


Action 


The City will assess proposals on a use-by-use basis. 


Ae 255s Park and Open Space 
Objectives 


The parks and open space areas within the St. Elizabeth 
Retirement Village will be developed to meet the needs of 
the Village Residents. 

A public park will be provided to serve the residents 
to the east of the Retirement Village. The Smith Cemetery 
will be retained. 


Policies 


as} Series of parkettes will be developed in the Village to 
provide specific passive and active recreational 
activities for the senior citizens. 

2) The open space/parkette system will be developed to 
link all residential units with the community 
facilities and the "Village Centre". 

3) The Neighbourhood Park will be developed to provide 
passive and active recreational activity. 


4) The Park will have an access from two local roads. 

5) The Park will be designed to meet the needs of the 
Neighbourhood. 

Actions 


1) The St. Elizabeth Retirement Village will ensure that 
the open space/parkette systems meet the specific needs 
of the Village Residents and through site plan control. 

2) Suitable land for a park is purchased possibly in 
exchange for the existing city owned land.

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4.2.6. Community Facilities and Services 
Objective 


The St. Elizabeth Retirement Village will be  self- 
sufficient as far as the community facilities and services 
are concerned, while the existing built-up area and_ the 
proposed residential development will continue to use the 
facilities outside the Neighbourhood. 


Policies 


1) The City should encourage the Public Library to expand 
its existing facilities which are located outside the 
Neighbourhood. 

2) The existing community centres outside the 
Neighbourhood will continue to serve the population of 
the existing built-up area as well as the proposed 
residential areas. 

Bh) New community facilities will be developed in the St. 
Elizabeth Village expansion as the demand for these 
facilities increases. These facilities will be 
designed for the primary use by the Village Residents. 


Actions 


1) Both the City and its departments and the Library Board 
should monitor this development in order to determine 
the need for the expansion of their services. 

2) The St. Elizabeth Home Society should make use of the 
existing community facilities and build new areas as 
the development of the Village expansion proceeds. 


4.2.7. Transportation 
Objective l 


The internal road system in the St. Elizabeth Village 


expansion will be designed with due consideration for 
energy efficiency without jeopardizing the safety and 
convenience of the Village residents. The road system must 


also provide access for fire trucks, moving vans and other 
service vehicles. 


Policies 


1) The use of energy efficient measures will be a 
factor in the design of the street systems having in 
mind the specific needs of the senior citizens. 

2) The street system will be designed as much as possible 
in an east-west orientation, allowing maximum solar

access to most residential units. 


3) The internal street system will be designed to 
discourage thru traffic. 

4) The internal road system will have limited access to 
Rymal Road West. 

5) Parking for residents and visitors should be designed 
as part of the paved roadway. Walking distance to the 


residential units from visitors' parking should not 
exceed 300 feet. 


Actions 


ie The City will endorse an internal road system for the 
Village expansion which minimizes street length, the 
number of stops and discourages thru-traffic. 

2) The City will support the private road system without 
securing a 20 m Right-Of-Way. 


Objective 2 
The street system in the existing built-up area should 


be maintained in its present configuration and connected 
with the road pattern in the proposed residential area. 


Policies 

1) The existing east-west roads should be connected to the 
proposed road pattern designed to discourage thru- 
1) ake i as Bw 

em) the use of energy efficient measures will be an 


important factor in the design of the street system. 


Actions 


1) The City will endorse the local road system which 
minimizes street length, the number of stops and does 
not create thru-traffic 

2) The City will consider investigating the reduction of 
street width. 


Objective 3 
Public transit will be promoted by the City. 
Policies 


1) Public Transit routes should serve the St. Elizabeth 
Retirement Village expansion as well as the existing 
built-up areas and the proposed residential develop- 
ment. 

2) Bus stops should be located in conveniently central and 
easily accessible areas.

Actions 


The City will encourage Hamilton Street Railway to 
provide shelters and or benches at most bus stops. 


4.2.8. Infrastructure 
Objective 

The Neighbourhood should have full municipal services. 
Policy 


The City will request the Regional Council to provide 
Sanitary sewers and an adequate water supply for the 
existing and future development of the Neighbourhood. 


Actions 


1) Regional Council will assess the need for the extension 
of municipal services in the Neighbourhood as the 
development proceeds. 

2) Regional Council will monitor that until sewers are 
available particular care must be taken to protect 
the surface drainage. 
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
